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Luton promise 1 
over bedroom 
tax by Miliband

LABOUR leader Ed Miliband 
has promised the people of 
Luton that his party would 
abolish the ‘bedroom tax’ 
after it was revealed that fam¬ 
ilies in the town are some of 
the hardest hit by the contro¬ 
versial welfare reform. 

New data released by the 
National Housing Federation 
suggested that 981 families in 
the town had been impacted 
six months after the spare 
room subsidy hit - but Luton 
Borough Council says the 
figure has now exceeded 1,100, 
with many struggling to down¬ 
size or pay to stay in their 
homes. 

The statistics show a further 
1,204 households have been 
affected in Central 
Bedfordshire, with 960 house¬ 
holds in Bedford. 

During a visit to the town on 
Friday, Mr Miliband, said: “I 
can give a very specific prom¬ 
ise to the people of Luton 
which is that a Labour govern¬ 
ment would abolish the bed¬ 
room tax. 

“We would abolish the bed¬ 


room tax because we think it’s 
an unworkable and totally 
unfair tax. 

“There are so many people 
with disabilities, so many peo¬ 
ple in really difficult circum¬ 
stances in Luton who are 
paying the bedroom tax.” 

The analysis also shows that 
families in the East of England 
affected by the reforms lost 
more money per week than any 
other region in England out¬ 
side London and the South 
East, with an average reduc¬ 
tion in housing benefit of 
£829 per year. 

The government had award¬ 
ed the authority a lump sum 
for discretionary housing pay¬ 
ments, which are awarded to 
tenants struggling to pay their 
rent, but councillors fear this 
money will run out next year. 

Cllr Hazel Simmons, leader of 
Luton Borough Council, said: 
“The problem is that it is often 
very difficult for people to 
move, particularly in a town 
like Luton where we have such 
a chronic housing shortage. 

“I really feel for people across 
the town who the government 
have trapped in this position. 

“I am pleased the council 
recently passed a motion to 


campaign to abolish the bed¬ 
room tax. It is a nasty tax that 
hits the weakest and most vul¬ 
nerable in our town and it 
shows how out-of-touch 
Cameron and Osborne are.” 

Luton Cllr Tom Shaw added: 
“This tax is a political dogma 
and is saving the government 
little, if any, money. 

“In fact it will end up costing 
authorities money to ensure 
people aren’t left homeless. 

“This is the most stupid piece 
of legislation ever passed.” 

Both Luton Borough Council 
and Central Bedfordshire 
Council are working to help 
support tenants who have been 
impacted by the reforms. 

A spokesman for Luton 
Council said: “We have a mutu¬ 
al exchange scheme in which 
eligible tenants can swap their 
homes with another council or 
Housing Association tenant in 
Bedfordshire. For more infor¬ 
mation call 01582 51 03 70.” 

Cllr Carole Hegley of Central 
Bedfordshire Council added:

Vigil held for Leon Briggs 


A CANDLELIT vigil has 
been held in tribute to 
Luton man Leon 
Briggs who died in 
police custody on 
November 4. 

More than 100 
people gathered out¬ 
side Luton Police 
Station in Buxton 
Road on Monday night 
to lay flowers, light 
candles and say 
prayers in honour of 
the 39-year-old father 
of two. 

Mr Briggs fell ill 
shortly after being 
restrained in Marsh 


Road and detained 
under section 136 of 
the Mental Health Act, 
but later died. 

An investigation has 
been launched by the 
Independent Police 
Complaints 
Commission (IPCC) 
and Bedfordshire 
Police have suspend¬ 
ed five police officers 
and two civilian staff. 

In an emotional 
speech, Leon’s best 
friend Cyril Mitchell 
said: “I am angry and 
I am hurt but we have 
to move on, and to 


move on we have to 
get answers.” 

Earlier this week, 
PCC Oily Martins said:

IT takes the lightest 
touch on the pedal 
and real skill behind 
the wheel to drive 12 
tonnes of ICB out of a 
crammed aircraft 
cargo hold with cen¬ 
timetres to spare.

“Bringing help to 
the islands was one 
of the best opera¬ 
tions I have ever been 
involved in during 
my time in the RAF.”

the RAF in 2003 and 
since then has served 
in the Middle East, 
Cyprus and the 
Falkland Islands.

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Warnings issued 
over ‘toxic’ drug

THE deaths of two people in 
the county has led to warn¬ 
ings about the dangers of 
taking a harmful ecstasy¬ 
like drug called ‘PMA\ 

PMA (paramethoxyam- 
phetamine) is a Class-A drug 
chemically similar to ecstasy 
but much stronger, with 
reports suggesting it could be 
up to ten times as toxic. 

Its effects are also compara¬ 
ble to ecstasy but users may 
take longer to feel them, 


sometimes up to an hour. 

This may result in people 
taking more in the belief that 
the first pill has not worked, 
leading to potentially 
dangerous or fatal doses. 

Over the last two years the 
number of deaths linked to 
the drug has risen. 

A recent investigation by a 
national media outlet found 
that in 2011 one death was 
linked to PMA but this year 
there have already been 23 
deaths linked to the drug, 
with figures expected to rise. 

The drug is usually sold in 


pill form, sometimes 
stamped with a crown, or ‘M’ 
and is usually pink, hence the 
name ‘Pink Ecstasy’. 

It can also be found in a 
powder format. 

It also comes in other col¬ 
ours or with different stamps. 

Councillor Mohammed 
Ashraf, from Luton council, 
said: “It is vitally important 
that you get help if you begin 
to feel unwell after taking 
drugs. 

“If you are out with your 
friends make sure to look 
after each other.” 


Man charged with 
pensioner murder 

A MAN appeared before Luton 
Crown Court on Friday charged 
with the murder of his sister-in-law. 

John Evans, 56, is accused of kill¬ 
ing 70-year-old Mary Evans, as she 
was driving her red Vauxhall in 
Trent Road, Luton on Monday. 

Mr Evans, of Trent Road appeared 
by video-link and spoke only to con¬ 
firm his name. He will next appear 
at Luton Crown Court on Monday, 
MURDERED: Mary Evans was fatally stabbed on Monday January 27 and remains in custody.

Man jailed for six years 
after stabbing at club

A CLUBBER has been jailed 
for six years for stabbing a 
man who he said had 
bumped into him. 

Jordan Gatehouse, 21, of 
Berkeley Path, Luton, caused 
four serious wounds to 
Gregory Meeks, who col¬ 
lapsed in the office at the 
Liquid Night Club in Luton 
after bouncers intervened. 

Luton Crown Court heard 
that Mr Meeks was leaving 


the club at around 2.30am 
and bumped into Gatehouse, 
who was with his girlfriend. 

He said he felt something hit 
his right ankle before he 
turned round to see 
Gatehouse and his girlfriend 
screaming at him. 

Mr Meeks said: “I headed 
towards them to see what was 
wrong. I felt blows to my body 
and felt a fist to my chest. It 
felt like a little sting.” 

He received three or four 
more blows before bouncers 
stepped in. 

After noticing a patch of 


blood, he then realised he 
had been stabbed in his but¬ 
tock, chest abdomen and hip. 

Gatehouse was arrested but 
the weapon was never found. 

The 21-year-old, who plead¬ 
ed not guilty to wounding Mr 
Meeks with intent, said the 
victim had bumped into him 
and he could not believe he 
had not apologised. 

He said the victim had come 
towards him and threw a 
punch, adding: “I never had a 
weapon on me.” 

Judge David Farrell QC 
sentenced him to six years.

AN AIR ambulance was forced to land in 
the middle of Luton town centre to help a 
pedestrian who was hurt in a collision 
with a car. 

Bedfordshire Police were first called to 
the junction of Stuart Street and 
Dunstable Road at 13.43pm on Thursday, 
after receiving reports of a young woman 
who had sustained leg injuries.

Hatters fans cleared 
over violence in pub

FOUR Luton Town fans have 
been cleared of violent disor¬ 
der in the Ritz pub in Lincoln 
High Street. 

Andrew Leach, 50, of Cutlers 
Green, Luton; Gary Crocker, 
53, of Lalleford Road, Luton; 
Matthew Owens, 29, of Long 
Chaulden, Hemel Hempstead 
and Martin Roe, 44, of 
Marquis Close, Harpenden 
had all denied the charge 
during a seven day trial at 


Lincoln Crown Court. 

The court heard how 
missiles were thrown “from 
all directions” during “indis¬ 
criminate” football-related 
violence in the Lincoln pub 
on Saturday, October 6 last 
year before the Imps’ game 
with Luton Town. 

A group of Lincoln City 
thugs approached the four 
men shortly after 1pm, one 
punching Mr Leach and 
others launching a volley of 
glasses in their direction. 

Mr Roe and Mr Crocker 
admitted throwing bar stools 


and Mr Owens accepted that 
he had thrown a glass towards 
the floor but all four men said 
their actions were in self 
defence. 

The jury of seven men and 
five women unanimously 
acquitted Mr Roe, Mr Leach 
and Mr Owens and after 
deliberating for three hours, 
cleared Mr Crocker on a 
majority verdict on Thursday. 

Twelve Lincoln City fans 
have admitted violent disor¬ 
der for their part in the brawl 
and will be sentenced at a 
later date.

And they are lovely aren’t they? But why do we 
choose a fir tree to bring into our house at 
Christmas? And why on earth do we hang 
decorations from it? 


Oh, Christmas Tree! 
Oh, Christmas Tree! 
How lovely are your 
branches... 


First of all, it’s not a new idea. The evergreen fir 
tree has traditionally been used to celebrate 
winter festivals for thousands of years. Pagans 
used branches of it to decorate their homes 
during the winter solstice and the Romans 
decorated trees with small pieces of metal at 
the winter festival of Saturnalia. 

It may have been the 16th century German 
preacher Martin Luther who first decorated an 
indoor tree. The story goes that, one night before 
Christmas, he was walking through the forest, 
looked up to see the stars shining through the 
tree branches and found it so beautiful, that 
he went home and decorated the fir tree with 
candles. 

In 1834, Queen Victoria’s husband, Prince Albert, 
was credited with bringing the first Christmas tree 
to Windsor Castle for the Royal family, thereby 
setting a trend for everyone else to follow. But 
the trailblazer may actually have been Victoria’s 
grandmother, Queen Charlotte, wife of George III. 

A Christmas tree was on display in the Queen’s 
Lodge at Windsor on Christmas Day 1800. 
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Tpaditions 


There are some seasonal goodies that are 
truly festive.The Christmas Candy Cane 
originated in Germany about 250 years ago 
and were originally straight white sugar sticks. 

The story goes that a choirmaster was 
worried about the children sitting quietly all 
through the long Christmas nativity service. 

So he gave them something to eat to keep 
them quiet. As he wanted to remind them 
of Christmas, he made them into a ‘J’ shape 
like a shepherds crook, to remind them of 
the shepherds that visited the baby Jesus at 
the first Christmas. Sometime around 1900 
the red stripes were added and they were 
flavored with peppermint or wintergreen. 

Christmas crackers are a traditional Christmas 
favourite in the UK. They were first made in 
about 1850 by a London sweet maker called 
Tom Smith. He had seen the French ‘bon bon’ 
sweets (almonds wrapped in pretty paper), and 
one night, while he was sitting in front of his log 
fire, he became very interested by the sparks 
and cracks coming from the fire. Suddenly, he 
thought what a fun idea it would be, if his sweets 
and toys could be opened with a crack when 
their fancy wrappers were pulled in half. 


The famous carol, Silent Night, was written in 
1818,by an Austrian priest Joseph Mohr. He was 
told the day before Christmas that the church 
organ was broken and would not be repaired in 
time for Christmas Eve. Mohr couldn’t possibly 
imagine Christmas without music, so he sat 
down and wrote three stanzas of a carol that 
could be sung by choir to guitar music. Later that 
night the people in the little Austrian Church sang 
‘Stille Nacht’ for the first time. 

The rest, as they say, is history .

THERE are those who insist that white 
wine is for fish and fowl and red for beef, 
lamb and game. Well, I’m sorry but the 
wine police are not welcome here. A little 
of what you fancy, goes the old song, does 
you good, particularly when you’re tucking 
into Christmas dinner! 

If you are having roast turkey then when 
it comes to choosing a white wine look for 
something that has the scope to balance 
all the powerful flavours in those tasty 
trimmings and a mouth-watering 
succulence that will mask any slight 
dryness of the meat. A full-bodied 
Chardonnay, a Crozes-Hermitage Blanc 
or a white southern Rhone are all winning 
Christmas Day whites and reflect a range 
of prices.

And what if you are having a starter or a 
selection of delicious nibbles a couple of hours 
before lunch proper? Champagne, and Chablis 
are high in acidity which will cleanse the palate 
and counteract any oiliness in, for example, 
smoked salmon, the most popular Christmas 
Day starter by far. 

Alternatively, instead of balancing the 
oiliness you might choose to match it: Alsace 
Gewurztraminer has an ‘oily’ texture which 
complements smoked salmon very well with its 
typical lychee characteristic. 

For a more economical white wine 
accompaniment to pasta, nibbles or smoked 
salmon, Verdicchio dei Castelli di Jesi Classico 
is a versatile choice with its zingy, lemony fruits’ 
flavour. 

There is an argument that you don’t need 
anything to drink with the classic Christmas pud, 
especially if you’ve sloshed brandy all over it but 
come on, it’s Christmas, so you might fancy a 
small glass of something sweet and delicious. 

So do you plump for something as equally 
intense as all that dark, sticky fruit such as a 
liqueur muscat or go for a lighter, fresher 
contrast such as a Sauternes or a sparkling 
wine like Moscato? 

A dessert wine with a touch of orange or apricot 
can work best. Inexpensive options would be a 
Spanish Moscatel de Valencia (one of the best 
value dessert wines around), a Muscat de St 
Jean de Minervois from Southern France or an 
orange muscat. 

And finally, it may seen unlikely but, on the whole, 
white wines fare better with the cheese course 
because they have no tannin, especially sweet 
white wines such as Barsac or Sauternes.

LONGINGLY admired through the rosiest of 
rose tinted spectacles, Britpop is the ultimate 
90s nostalgia junkie’s trip. 

But take those glasses off and wince at the 
stark light of concentrated creativity that 
beams forth from that era and frankly it still 
looks pretty bloody good. 

A young Tony Blair doing headers outside his 
prime ministerial jet, Liam and Noel’s spats, 
Jarvis Cocker’s buttocks at the Brit Awards, 
Parklife, and of course Ocean Colour Scene. 

And some of those nostalgia junkies might be 
in for an overdose, though we understand 
Bedford Hospital has prepared for this, 
because Ocean Colour Scene are set to play the 
entirety of their famous album Marchin’ 
Already at Bedford’s Corn Exchange. 

Oh yeah, and then they’ll take a quick break 
and come back and play a greatest hits set 
immediately afterwards. Blimey. 

When the band’s third album was released in 
1997 - promptly dislodging Oasis’ Be Here 
Now from the number one spot - a mysterious 
package arrived at their door. 

Inside it was a plaque from Noel Gallagher 
engraved with the inscription ‘To the Second 
Best Band in Britain’. Far from being insulted, 
guitarist Steve Cradock took it as a compli¬ 
ment, saying: “It’s an honour to be described 
as Britain’s second best band - ahead of Oasis 
but behind the Beatles.” 

Chuckles aside, it turns out this isn’t the 
band’s first visit to the town. In fact they have 
already notched up a surprising five shows 
here but if you were born in the 80s the chanc¬ 
es are you wouldn’t have seen any of them as 
the last was in 1995, so let’s consider this a first 
for a number of Bedford-based fans. 


Eighteen years on, and with Oasis seemingly 
no more, Ocean Colour Scene are ready to 
re-live their finest hour with many of the songs 
from that record now etched into the public 
consciousness. 

From the heavy riffing of Hundred Mile High 
City (famously used in Guy Ritchie’s Lock, 
Stock and Two Smoking Barrels) to the Beatlesy 
ballad Better Day, to the soulful stomp of 
Travellers Tune, they’re tracks that have stood 
the test of time. 

Marchin’ Already marks the point of a career 


that saw them rise from Breton shirt-wearing 
Stone Roses disciples to one of Britpop’s big- 
gest-selling bands (their 1998 arena tour was 
the biggest by any UK group that year). In their 
23 years together, they’ve enjoyed five top 10 
albums, six top 10 singles, a mantelpiece full of 
awards, and countless sell-out tours.

The nine-piece band featuring ex-members 
of The Beautiful South, Dave Hemingway and 
Alison Wheeler, will be performing a number 
of hits including A Little Time, Don’t Marry 
Her, Rotterdam, Good as Gold and Perfect 10.

CLUB CLASS 


The MINI Clubman rides 
on MINI underpinnings so 
it’s safe to expect a driving 
experience in the same urgent 
and engaging ballpark. 

Changes have, however, been made 
to the Clubman’s spring and damper 
rates as well as its suspension bushes to 
help cope with its additional bulk and 
slightly different remit. The car uses 
the same range of 1.6-litre engines and 
model designations as the MINI, which 
means there’s a 98bhp unit in the One, 
a 1.6-litre 122bhp engine in the Cooper 
and a 184bhp 1.6-litre turbo unit in 
the Cooper S, which also features 
sporty suspension settings. This engine 
develops 211bhp in the JCW flagship 
version. There’s now also a choice of two 
diesel units, a 90bhp version in the One 
and a 112bhp variant in the Cooper. 
With an 8cm longer wheelbase and 
around 2cm of extra roof height plus 
identical components as far back as the 


B-pillars, there doesn’t seem to be much 
scope for the Clubman to dramatically 
exceed the interior space of the MINI. 
Crucially though, it’s 24cm longer 
overall thanks to the extended rear 
overhang and that has helped BMW 
squeeze in 8cm of extra rear legroom 
while upping the boot capacity from a 
paltry 100 litres to a respectable 260. 
The rear seats take the form of a three- 
seater bench in the standard car but the 
standard MINI’S two-person pods can 
be reinstated as a no cost option if you 
don’t need the middle berth. 

Simply stretching out the standard car 
by another few centimetres to create 
the Clubman wouldn’t have been very 
MINI would it? Sure enough, the 
designers have done their damnedest 
to make the Clubman a distinct and 
desirable model in its own right. The 
result is unquestionably odd but it’s also 
definitely a MINI and we’ve already 
seen how the buying public react to 
those.

LUTON Town extended their Skrill Premier 
unbeaten run to 12 with a hard-fought 2-1 win 
over their FA Cup conquerors Welling United 
at Kenilworth Road yesterday.
